An even more relevant point for the 
neutral Slates may be that their freedom 
of movement is being restricted more by 
the spirit of cooperation among the major 
powers than it would have been by 
restricted confrontation, 

There are widespread and not coım- 
pletely unjustifted fears of a Juunıwirate 
or triumvirate of world powers acting as 
intemational arbitrators. The most 
striking evidence that these fears exist 
was provided dırring the preliminary 
discussions to the main conference by 
Algerian Foreign Minister Bouteflika who 
demanded that both the United Stales 
and the Soviet Union should withdraw 
their fleets from the Mediterranean. The

Criticise Salım"s move one may, but it 
would bê as well to bear in mind his 
charactetisallon of the.currenl cilimate of 
political opinion in Moscow. What is 
going on in the Soviet Union at present 
may well be more than has sa far come to 
Jight ¬ and this alone is alamıing and 
unusual enough! 

The trial of Pyotr Yakir and Viktor 
Krasin, partcularly (he spectacular press 
conforence at the end, {he campaign 
against Androl Sakharoy and Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn and more especially the 
relative restraint tle socurlty forces have 
thus far observed in responding to the 
energe tlc reactions on the part of the two 
men under attack all serve to warrant 
far-reaching suppositions, 

The possibility can no longer be 
precluded that these goings-on reflect 
substantial differencos of opinlon among 
the Soviet leaders, I need not be a matter 
of struggles for power, There is no need 
to regort to ihe dramatic vocabulary of 
Krenlinologists of old. 

What 1s involved is worrics and 
anxletles shared to some extent by all 
Suyvtet leaders, but more by some than by 
others. Or put another way, it is a malter 
of differing views as to prlorities. 

The issue at stake is one that 
continually preoccupiês-the“West in (ts 
assessment of future Soviet policies: what 
repefdussions are lhe normalisatan of 
foreign policy, the relaxation of tension 
and economic cooperation (on which 
Moscow fs even keener than the West) 
having onı domestic developınents within 
the Soviet Union?

A number of complaints objected to 
British action in Northem Ireland, Cases 
raised by Scandinavians include tle 
non-recognition of professional associa- 
tlons as trade unions entitled to negotiate 
pay deals as well as the . compulsory 
attendance of religious instruction and 
sex education lessons at schools. 

Nine (y-five per’ cent of the conıplaints 
uve beer declared inadmissible. Agrec- 
tents between the parties lave been 
marched in most of the other cages, 
Amendments to existing laws or clıanges 
in administrative regulations or practice 
aro often made as a result. 

If the basic principles of law are to be 
taken seriously, there is no such thing as a 
minor, insignificant case when human 
rights have been violated. But lawyers at 
Strasbourg also accept that there is no 
such thing as a Utopia eiller, The 
European Human Rights Convention, the 
Comntission and the Court of Justive 
rcognise tliat in a community rights can 
only be protected so long as this does not 
impinge upon the rights of others, 
Political action cannot be rondered 
impossible by referring to ileals, 

The basic rights supported by tlie 
Conventiot and the iustitutions dure 
contained in most European constitutions 
~— the right to privacy, housing and family 
life, the secrecy of postal communica- 
tions, the freedoın of Ihought, conscience 
and worship, the right to express one’s 
opinion freely and the right of peaceful 
assembly. 

Difficulties start lo arise when certain 
exceptions are brooked for reasons Of 
security or law and order and when 
defining the point at which a citizen may 
be dispossessed of his basic liberties,

Tis prime duty is to try to reach an 
agreement between the (wo parties. lf it 
does nat sllcceed in achieving this end 
and still fiuds the complaint justified 
after completing Its inquiries it compiles a 
report that is passecl on to {he Ministerial 
Committee. 

This is where the second stage of 
procecdings begins. Tlie Commission is 
therefore judge (when deciding on the 
adınissibility of a complaint), a board of 
inquiry and arbitrator (during procced- 
ings) und both o lr and lawyer for 
the plaintiff (when it rofers a case to the 
Minislerial Conımittee). 

The Council of Minister cun wach a 
verdict with a two thirds’ majority afid 
call upon the State in question to remedy 
the grounds for complaint, But the 
Commission or one of the States involved 
in Poel can also refer the case to 
the Court of Justice for Human Rights 
within three months of receiving the 
report. However not all States recognise 
the jurisdiction of this court of justice. 
Every meınber State on the Council of 
Europe has one representative at tlie 
Court of Justice. This also applies in the 
case of France and Switzerland, Professor 
Rent Cassin, the wellknown French 
human rights export, was lead of the 
Court of Justice for many years. 

Members are elected by the Consulta- 
tive Assembly of parliamentarians from a 
list in much the same way as the 
Comınission itself, Member States are 
obliged to obey the Court of Justice’s

Pioieisor Eberhard Schomburg, head

Ifteen iop lawyers from fifteen

A West Berlin court upheld dontands by 
the German Domocmtic Republic that 
she be extradlIted. She Is wanted irr Enst 
Berlin for killing her father, though in 
exlenuating circumstances. Aftor conunit- 
ting fhe crime she fled to ihe West. 

The court ruling will not (ake 
immediate oeffecl as Ingrid Brückmann’s 
myer lıas taekon the case to the Human 
Rights Coninıission in Strasbourg. 

The final verdict will be of major 
importance tO the administration of 

Justice In thls country, If the Inwyers In 
Strasbourg mle against ihe Fedaral 
Republic there can be no doubt that the 
West Berlin autitorities will have to foot 
the bill. 

None of the other cases referred to 
Sfrusbourg by lawyers from tlıe Federal 
Republic has altracted so much public 
interest as the Brlickmann case. But the 
case has also aroused a goocl deal of 
human sympathy and has also raised a 
number of tricky questions about tle 
Judicial relationship between the two 
CGerınan Stules, 

It cannot be judged al present how 
nıuch the Comniission will let itself be 
swayed by this special siluation,. The 
European Convention on human rights 
and basic liberties does not guarwilee 
refugees the right to asylum. But there is 
also a codicil forbidding countries to 
expel their own subjects, In the past the 
Conmission has always displayed reluu- 
tance to approve (the extradition of 
foreigners to their home country if an 
uncertain fate lies in store for then, 

The European Human Rights Conven- 
tion has been in force since 1953 when it 
was concluded by the member Siates of 
the Council of Europe. For various 
reasons only France ond Switzerland 
refused to ratify it, 

The members of the Council of Europe 
dhl not. foal_that-a-mere-

human rights, as at the United Nations, 
was adequate and decided to set up 
institutions to guarantee the acceptance 
of these rights. 

The Commission and the Court of 
Justke for Human Rights were establi. 
shed aS a result, But only eleven 
European States allow their citizens to 
take cases to the court. When this is not 
the practice, there can only be complaints 
by one State against another, 

The Commission is the first authority 
to which cases aro referred. Complaints 
conceming the violation of the Fluman 
Rights Convention can only be referred 
to the Conımissior. 

The Commissions members are clected 
by the Council of Europe's Ministerial 
Council from a list of names put forward 
by the various groups of parliamentarians 
on die Consultative Assembly. Each 
colntry can put forward thrce nantes. 

A new member from the Federal 
Republic will have to be appointed this 
autumn as Professor Adolf Sûsterheln 
wishes to retine for reasons of health. The 
members of the Commission are 
responsible only lu their own conscience. 
They do not recelvo instructions fron the 
Siato they represent id political 
affiliations play no part.

Herr Reichert, who works for Dorit 
Sssems, has been looking into the 
po <iuhties of nding si cheap a sutin 
to the disposal problem as possible, UWHis 
study concludes that from 1% onwitruls 
the cheapest method possible would be 
provided by space [transport in Earth 
orbit. An additional slag on the rockets 
could take the radioactive waste Further 
out into space and then it would haye t0 
be fired off in the direction of the sun. 

Reichert's solution is ingenious. Radi 
aclive malerlals develûp dûri enormolıs 
amount of heat energy. This could be 
used io heat up liquid hydrogen, If 
conducted through a jel the hydrogen 
would provide the power for a rocket, 
wlth a conslant supply of energy coming 
from the radioactive cargo. 

The {temperature reached by the jets 
would be about 2,300 degrees centigrade, 
well within the range of present-day 
rockets. How Jong the Reichert rocket 
would be powered and what speed it 
would develop depends therefore entirely 
on the amount of liquid hydrogen 
available, 

It would be comparatively difficult ta 
sieer the radioactive rockel ir the 
direction of the .sun. A massive ي‎ 
deceleration of 21,3 kilometres, per EE! 
secohd  {ûbout 77,000 kilomèties per 
hour) would be required, The rocket 
could manage this, but it would be egsler 
to firè.it on 8 coutse for Jupîter, which 
would cspiure the rocket In its 
gravitational pull and then gend it 
shooting off in the direction of the sun. 

This orblt would only require a speed 
of nine kilometres per second (32,500 
km/h). But, the study aays, tha journey 
would take two Earth years. 

The Domicr study estlmateg the cosl of 
this project at 3,000 Marks per kilogram 
of fisslon material diaposed of.

Such delays are intolerable for ihe 
companies willing to invest, Their 
managers are practically forced lo place

Otto Dix’ Windwofken 
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Rare, rarely seen Bibles on

lt is stiggering to see how huntbly 
Gutenberg bowcd to the wurk of his 
predecessos, Ihe calfigraphers who hnd 
produced Bibles in the Middle Ages. 

It was not ull 1403 that he prealuced u 
completely new Bihle witlı 48 lines with 1 
mixed lypefwe of Gothic and Antiquu 
which made the hook easter to real. Tlris 
was a Bihle that was {o enahle people to 
Tenl e Scriptures and not just repeil 
texts during'services, 0’. .., 8# 

At the Ume Luther was born the ninth 
bıble in the Gennan language (apprnxi- 
mating to Middle High Gernnan} Was 
published by Koberger in Nuremberg. lt 
is illustrated by woodcuts, but these only 
illustrate the Old Testantent and tlie 
Gospel according lo John. 

The woodcut artists at the end of tlie 
Middle Ages were still afraid to portray 
Jesus. Luther's Bibles fonmn the high 
point, but not the conclusion of (his 
exhibition. His text had already reached a 
wider public with a cut in format, Even 
though much of his lettering strikes us 
today as too conıplicated for easy reading 
it is easy to see a decisive change in that 
Luther did not just copy what had gore 
before bit male changes of typeface. 

Another inleresting exhibit is a Bible 
for followers of the old Catholic Faith. I1 
is by 
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AA Xz enburs, to the right of the 
Rhine and part of the territory 
belonging to tlhe archbishops ruling in 
Mainz as ecclesiastical princes up until the 
beginning of Ihe nineteenth century, was 
chosen hy thenı as their place of 
residence. 

In their four-towerm Renaissance 
place the last of the Electors, Dalberg. 
watched the Cull of the old empire aud 
ljved oıı to see Napeleon become the he ud 
of the Rhenish Allrance. Many art 
treasures were taken to Aschaffenbuırg by 
the electoral court, withdrawing in the 
fave of the advancing French armies. 

Among the mast valuable uf hes 
‘treasures is a small but selctt lihrary of 
early printed Bibles which were produced 
in Mainz where Gutenberg and his 
merchant patron Fust worked. 

Along with four books from Ihe 
Collection in neighbouring Würzburg these 
fine works, examples of the earliest 
printing techniques, are now on exhibition 
at ıhe Schlossmuseuni in Aschaffenburg. 

These works are normally kept in a safe 
place away from damaging dayliglıt, and 
because of their fragile nature the 
Museum is reluctant to show them even 
to researcliers. Now they are there for 
members of the general public to see, 
many of whom will have heard of a 
Gutenberg Bible, but will never have had 
the chance to see one at close quarters, 

The most magnificent work is right al 
the ا‎ of this period of modem 
Biblical history, It was in 1454 that 
Gutenberg printed hiş first 42-line Bible. 
This is the world's first book, and

The landscapes, which do not yield that

something of the “picturesque” which in 
dıls case is formally difficult to define. 
No social or literary parallels are helpful 
in this case, 

Looking at a landscape by Dix orte feels 
more alone [han when viewing a 
landscape by a Romantic. There is 
nothing wilh which one can identify. 
Loneliness, solitude, aro not illusion in 
the case of Otto Dix. 

There is nothing to entlıuso about. 
There is no one in the picture with whom 
one can share the feeling of loıteliness, 

A painting such as Der Hohenkrahen iu 
leg (1934), which one would regard 
superficially perhaps ûs neo-Romintic 
funetionalism and toss aside, canı leach 
one a lesson. The stilly windlessness in 
midday laze is hidden behind tlie 
reproduction uf the atınospheric and the 
light ntauces of a strictly “abstract” 
formal structure, an almost geometrical 
abbreviation of the basic form uf louse, 
of lmwes {(phuies!), uf vaulting and of 
rock formations.

that the North Germans also pronounce 
their rs “semitically” and many good 
upstanding Nazis became the victim of 
Ihis misunderstanding on the patt of the 
prison camp mafia which, i they had 
known better, would have sympathised 
and collaborated with them, 

Many of Berne’s patricians incidentally 
Were so class-conscious that they only 
used their verslon of the local dialect 
when speaking when others of their 
standing. 

There is one old and distinguished 
resident of Berne wlio, when she speaks 
with her servants or starts to swear for 
some justifiable reason, immediately 
switches to the r of the normal population 
and a pure Flgh German vocabulary, 

There is a third local dialect in Herne — 
Afattenenglisch, The Alatte (meadow) is a 
poor area of tho city adjoining the river, 
The languago of the dyers and tanners 
who once used to live there in their 
ramshackle huts was dubbed “English” as 
it was scarcely comprehensible to the 
German-speakers, 

Further north the same type of jargon 
is referred to as Kauderyelseh, Thus ls not 
a dialect that has developed naturally but 
a deliberate invention on the part of the 
Bernese boatmen on their journeys along 
the Aare and the Rhine to the sea, 

From sheer boredom they standardised 
all fhe vowels and changed the order of 
consonants according to a specific 
system, To make things more difficult 
they took as their basis Hêrncitsch and 
not High German, 

This Jargon also reached upper-class 
circles in Beme via the servants and tlie 
only “secret code” that the otherwise 
efficient German intelligence service was 
unable to crack during the last war was 
the language used in correspondence 
between the Bemese wives of two allied 
diplomats.

Nobody now suggests allowing it to die a 
natural and unlamented deatlı, 

Dr Joisten, an employee of the Geman 
Language Society, no longer needs to 
complain about lack of work, Every Bill 
lands on her desk, irrespective of whether 
it is of interest for the whole community, 
llke the new Divorce Law Reform Bill, or 
whether, like the “Poultry Meat Hygiene 
Law”, it is only likely to apply to a 
relatively small section of the population. 

Dr Jolsten is currently trying to find a 
suitable substitute for the term Unberihr- 
barkeitsklausel contained in the Poultry 
Meat Hygiene Law. None of the 
ministries involved in the formulation of 
the Bill and none of the eloquent 
politicians who discussed it In the 
Bundestag were able to coin a better 
definillon for a regulation that merely 
states that the new law does not alter 
former regulations, 

Dr Christa Jolsten does not employ the 
yardsticks of a Heinrich Böli or 4 Günter 
Grass when studying the Bills she iş sent, 
She simply wants to make laws clearer, 
more comprehensible arid shorter than he 
members of Parllamentary committees 
have made them. She does not Propose 
modifieations for any passage that is to a 
certaln extent acceptable, 0 

But she defends tle many civil servants, 
parlfamentarians and Specialists who 
make up the “legislature”, “It js not 
nlway's linguistic features that have to be 
corrected," she comments, “Sometimes it 


The linguistic clıaracteristics of Berne, 
Switzerland, are even more interesting, 
Everybody — both upper and lower 
classes — lak the same forceful 
Diradiltsch whlch is so colourful that 
dltempts have been made to translate the 
classical literature of other languages into 
if. There is a Bernese verslon of omer, 
though It does sound rather odd, This 
rural dialect is not qulte tlie right medium 
for the herole World of the ancient Greek 
nobility. 

But the Old Testament prophets sound 
impressive in Birndırtsch, This old dialect 
is at least as good as Luther's German for 
expressing reprimands aıd harsh admoni- 
tlons and ele arly better than con temporary 
High German, 

At one time there also used to be a 
patrician Barmdtiitsch which could be 
differentiated from the usual dialect by 
ifs strong French Influence and above ali 
through an extremely French-sounding 
pronurelation. Whilo the normal citizen 
of Berne rolls ıts r like tie Viennese or 
Slavs, the patriclans used tlie guttural r of 
tho French. 

While on the subject, il may be interest 
to menlion the fatal consequences the 
[o unetolion of the consonant r could 
1ave in the Siberian prison camps of the 
Stalinist era. 

It is not only the French who 
pronounce their rs gutturally — the Jews 
do too. And when the Eastern Jews spokê 
Yiddish as thelr mother tongue they 
would retain the guttural r in their 
pronunciition of Russian, 

There was frequently a strong nıood of 
antl-seml lism among Russlan’ and Ukrai- 
lan prisoners, especially the latter, and 
they would treat he pronunciation of the 
letter r as 2 test lo see whether the 
speaker was an Aryan or ilon-Aryan and 
take appropriate action, ٤

Te German used by the Germans often 
sounds clumsy,” President Gustav 
Helnemann once complained. Cernian- 
speakers are apparently becoming es. 
tranged linguistically, he clninied. 

The legislature seems to coin a language 
of its own.

Dr Christa Jolsten has now promised to 
Put some life into the dry phraseology 
commonly used, President Heinemann 
has reconımended members of the 
Bundestag to consult the “editorial staff” 
to which Dr Joisten, an expert İn the 
German language, belongs. Many deputles 
did not even know that the Bundestag 
administration included an editorial staff 
Teady to provide tips about what is good, 
clear German. 

When looking for an editorial staff the 
administrators looked no further than an 
old house in Buschstrasse used by the 
Bundestag's Academic Service, It is from 
the first floor of this building that ihe 
editorial staff, now consisting of only one 
person — Dr Joisten, fights against the 
stilted Iarıguago sontetimes employed in 
the many laws passed by the Bundestag, 

Dr Joisten explains why she now works 
done: “Up to & short time ago the 
editorial staff consisted of three 
members. Beslles myself, thore was a 
historlan, who has now retired, and a 
lawyer who wns transferred,” She hopes 
that the vacant Posts will soon be filled,

But HHgh German is today under attack 
from progressive educationalists and 
ministries in the Federal Republic. The 
reason is that only the urban u per 
classes speak High German. Child ren on 
the country or froin the less-privileged 
sections of saciety are at a disadvantage, 

There is a sinıple antidote, the 
formers claim — the organisation of 
special courses for all pupils who find 
initial difficulties In gelling used to High 
German, 

But they are forgetting that For some 
time now all children have been subject 
to the literally round-the-clock influence 
of High German. Television and radio 

ake them at least as much as home in 

igh German as lhe iıhabitunts of ù 
border area are with a second or even 
third language, 

But, apart front that, it is by ıro means 
nıe that the upper classes always speak 
High German. Throughout South Ger. 
many, Switzerland and Austria even the 
upper classes speak the loeat dialect both 
at kome and in society. This applies both 
to urban and rural areas, ' 

'That does not mean to say that there is 
less class consciousness in these areas. In 
many places the different classes can be 
differentiated by the varieties of one and 
the sante dialect, 

The Viennese dialect of the old 
Habsburg nobility — which was almost 

igh German anyway — differed from the 
dialect of the ordinary man in the street 
ahd this too differed from the patois used 
in the Vienna underworld.

One of Elisabeth Harre’s wildest dreams 
is a home especially for released juvenile 
delinquents who have no home of their

Schmidt has also said that the increase 
in the budget of 10,5 per cent as 
campared with last year is economically 
neutral, He bases this statement on the 
calculations of experts who expect a 
nominal increase (inclusive of in: ation) 
in the gross national product of a similar 
10.5 percent, 

The real increase will only be between 
four and 4.5 per cent. It has scarcely ever 
been possible in' thê past for a 
government to reconcile the Increase in 
the budget with the growth of GNP, 
Despite this, though a budget under ten 

r cent up on last year would probably 
e been rejected for political reasons it 
would have been far more conducive to 
stability, 

Nevertheless the Finance Minister must 
be congratulated for taking a strong line 
with the heads of government depart- 
ments. This has meant among other 
things that the subsidies for coking coal 
will not be raised again, as the steel 
companies had hoped. Education Minister 
Klaus von Dalınanyi had his application 
for vast exira finances for educational 
refom turned down. 

Of the 4,500 new civil service jobs thal 
Schmidt's colleagues planned to creale 
the Finance Minister axed more than 
3,000. Aud the new jobs created will be 
balanced out by the number of civil 
service redundancies. What a pity local 
governments do not act so sparingly! 

But Schmidt is likely to experience 
continuing difficulties with his ministerial 
colleagues. They are fed up with having 
to postpone their reforms because of 
economic difficulties. ا‎ 

However, SPD ministers are coming to 
recognise that it is not only the camers of 
smaller incomes who suffer from 
inflation. The State can do more in the 
way of reforms for the working classes if 
only inflation can be cut back, 

The continued decrease in government 
investments from seventeen to 16.3 per 
cent speaks volumes, The budget may 
have only a very limited influence on 
stability, but it has a major FP ychalogical 
effect. With a new round of pay talks on 

the horizon it would be disastrous if the 
Finance Minister set a bad example by 
being in a spendthrift mood. 

. All ıin all Helmut Schmidt must be 
congratulated for producing what is at 

least partially a suitably stabilising budget 
draft when the sources of revenue are 
bubbling over. . ,

% unday evening is the worst tine for 
seclability. On Sundays many of ııs 
become taciturn and grumpy. The reason 
is that we are thinking forward, but not 
looking. forward, to Monday morning at 
wark and thote Monday ‘morning blues, 
Is this necessary? There are whole 
libraries of illerature on leisure-time 
pursuits that say’ it isn't, They claim tat 
anyone who has used his weekend leisure 
hours profitably and pleasurably’ will have 
stoked up for the week ahead, 

As so often happerıs nowadays, witat is 
said in lheory does not prove to happen 
in practice, The choice of leisure and 
pleasure purrsuits is often limited to one 
of three things — the first, second or third 
channel, Fhe other possibilities are a trip 
out in the car, a party in the cellar or a 
bit of de-it-yourself, 

Now un institution has dociled to da 
sumething about tlıe appalling iack of 
nous when it comes 10 enjoying oneself 
prafitably — it is the Augsburg 
Krrisvolkshochselule, which is training 
teaches of leisure-time pursuils, 

This is the first tnstitution in southe nı’ 
Germany (the second in the Federal 
Republic, since Church offices in Fulda 
alrexly run something sinıilar) to offer 
such training. 

Fhe first courses began in October 
1972. They involve inlensive evening class 
studies for a year, three trimesters at a fee 
of 180 Marks per trimester. On successful 
completion the students receive a 
diploma. 

Enquiries have ready beer made by 
organisations wishing to employ leisure 
teachers. Sports clubs, large fins, local 
councils and Lravel comparties lave shown 
such an interest, 

Heads of youth organisations, holiday 
Camps, camping siles {as heads of groups) 
etcetera would also benefit from such 
training. Recreation cfubs, leisure centres 
and study’ grvups have also shown an 
interest, 

This new kind of tutor is expected to 
benefit people from eighteen to eighty. It 
is the older age groups especially that 
suffer from isolation. 

Psychological training is given in which 
the position of the outsider is brought 
home to the Prospective leisure teachers 
and possibilities for giving him a chance 
to be idopted into society usefully are 
gone over, 

Among the Prospective leisure teachers 
are seven men, by profession a police 
officer, fulltime student, executive, 
printer, mechanic, banker and teacher;
